Take your new Prayer Book 
NEW YEAR’S PRAYER and turn to page 106. There, for 

the second Sunday after Christ- 
mas, you find a new Collect, Epistle and Gospel. The Gospel 
tells of the return of Joseph with “the young child and his 
mother” from Egypt. The Epistle is the superb passage from 
Isaiah which our Lord used as a text for his first “sermon” 
at Nazareth. The Collect is an ancient one revised: “Almighty 
God, Who hast poured upon us the new light of thine incar- 
nate Word, grant that the same light enkindled in our hearts 
may shine forth in our lives; through Jesus Christ our Lord. 
Amen.” 


Now it happens that this year the second Sunday after 
Christmas is also the first Sunday of the new year and this 
note is to suggest to the Diocese that we all take this new-old 
prayer for our special petition to God at the beginning of 
1930. 


It is beautiful in its symbolism and timely, as are ali things 
which have an eternal quality. It reminds us of the new light 
which God has thrown upon our way through Jesus Christ, 
the incarnate Word. The path along which we go is some- 
times so dark that we know not which way to turn; it is 
sometimes so rough under foot that in the darkness we can 
only stumble and fall. Then the light of Christ shines; the 
path lies clear ahead of us; the rough places are made plain; 
we go forward unafraid. 


Of that the prayer reminds us and comes through that re- 
minder to its petition. The sun warms as well as illumines. 
The incarnate Word, the sun of righteousness, shining into 
our hearts, warms them, enkindles in them a devotion, a 
love, which burns so brightly that the flame can not be hid- 
den. All the world can see it. It shines from the eyes; it 
shines in the movements of the body; it shines in the words 
that fall from the lips. Men see it and know that it is the 
flame of Christ, the kindling light of the incarnate Word. 


But stay! This does not always happen. The light may 
shine into a heart so cold that it can not be warmed, a heart 
so stony that it will not burn. The prayer is the longing cry 
to God that our hearts may be neither cold, nor stony; that 
the light may enter and the flame burn and our lives be 
transformed. A good New Year’s prayer! Let us all offer it 
to God.

The Rev. Dr. Clifton Macon was 
A BOOK ON RELIGION for so long a time a member of 

this Diocese and as rector of 
Trinity Church, Oakland, contributed so much to its life that 
although it is many years since he left we have never ceased 
to think of him as one of us. It is, therefore, with the pleas- 
ure and pride that springs from the sight of good work by 
one of our own that we welcome a book from his pen. It is 
called “Religion, Whence and Whither?” It is based on a 
series of lectures given at St. Bartholomew’s, New York. It 
grows out of the author’s long experience in dealing with the 


perplexities of modern-minded people. It treats those per- 
plexities in a simple, constructive way. 

A great many doubts and difficulties arise through an entire 
misunderstanding of the Bible, its history and character. 
Familiar with the results of modern scholarship, Dr. Macon 
tells his readers what the Bible is, how it originated, what it 
reveals of the roots of our religion and then’ gives some wise 
directions about reading for devotion and for knowledge. In 
much the same fashion he treats the Church, showing its 
roots in Hebrew history, touching on the divisions which 
have so weakened it and stressing its meaning as a spiritual 
fellowship. From the Church the author passes to the creeds, 
over-emphasizing a little, I think, the role they have played 
as divisive forces and perhaps under-emphasizes their func- 
tion as symbols. Nevertheless, it is a good, wholesome experi- 
ence for people to read through the Athanasian Creed 
(which Dr. Macon quotes in full) and, noting what it is 
which according to that creed condemns a man fo loss of 
eternal salvation, compare the creed and its damnatory 
clauses with the words and spirit of our Lord as portrayed 
in the gospels. 

All this leads up to an earnest appeal for a new reforma- 
tion, an appeal which from this author is putting again in 
newer and stronger words what is not unfamiliar to us who 
read the Church papers. The whole book is, as it were, sum- 
med up in the pungent question, “Is it (the Church) an 
archaeological society or is it a living organism?’ The an- 
swer depends upon us, our faith, our devotion and our in- 
telligence. 


On January 10 the 
A SIGNIFICANT ANNIVERSARY League of Nations cele- 
brates the tenth anniver- 
sary of the beginning of its work. The establishment of the 
League meant the introduction, as we all know, of an en- 
tirely new attitude toward international affairs. It substituted 
for self-interested diplomacy, open conference and recogni- 
tion of world interests in the decisions which had to be 
made, It began its work with serious handicaps, the most 
serious presumably being the failure of the United States to 
join. But its ten years’ record has been one of steadily grow- 
ing strength and usefulness. It furnishes the foundation for 
all the significant movements which are now making toward 
the substitution of a law-governed world for one governed by 
jungle morality. The Kellogg treaties, in the formal renuncia- 
tion of war as a national policy, represent the other side of 
the same movement. The two together make possible the 
gradual creation of a new world. 


Movements of this kind we all recognize as being in line 
with the aspirations which all Christian people share and as 
steps toward the gradual building of a world order more 
akin to that of the Kingdom of God. It will be eminently in 
accord with the prophetic spirit which has come to us from 
the Old Testament as well as the New to note in our churches 
the significance of January 10.

Rev. Bayard H. Jones Elected Dean of Reno 
Cathedral 


The Rev. Bayard H. Jones, rector of All Saints’ Church, 
Watsonville, has been elected as dean of Trinity Cathedral, 
Reno, Nevada, and will assume his new duties January 25. 

The Rev. Mr. Jones will be greatly missed from our Dio- 
cese. In addition to his eminently successful administration 
of his parish, Mr. Jones has contributed substantially to the 
work of the Church at large. He has been a member of the 
Examining Chaplains, assistant secretary of the Convention 
and a member of the Committee on Revision of Apportion- 
ment. As a member of the last-named committee Mr. Jones 
made a most valuable contribution to the financial adminis- 
tration of the Diocese. 

The many friends of Mr. Jones join in heartiest congratu- 
lations and extend good wishes to Mr. and Mrs. Jones for 
future happiness in their new home. 

The following extract from a Watsonville paper gives 
warm testimony to the high regard in which Mr. Jones has 
been held in the community: 

“The coming departure of Mr. Jones from this valley will 
cause a great deal of regret among all classes of people, not- 
withstanding the fact that it means for him a most gratifying 
promotion. Coming here from Paso Robles in August, 1918, 
he has for nearly eleven years taken a large place in the 
religious and civic life of the community. In that time All 
Saints’ Church has grown from 96 to 229 communicants, 
while about $12,000 in improvements has been added to the 
church property. The local church has led all the parishes 
of its class in the Diocese in gifts to the work of the general 
Church. Last year the Rev. Mr. Jones had charge of the 
Cathedral Building Fund in the southern end of this Diocese 
“and this year he worked out a thorough revision of the finan- 
cial problems of diocesan support. Mr. Jones graduated from 
the University of California in 1906 and was among the 
youngest in his class. He has an M. A. and an M. L. from that 
university. He studied also at Harvard and Oxford, England, 
and did further work at the General Seminary in New York. 
He is a charter member of the Watsonville Rotary Club, 
among whose members he will be missed. In departing from 
this city and valley both he and Mrs. Jones are leaving a 
place in the community which will be very hard to fill.” 


Father Wallace Receives Tribute 


In a recent issue of the Oakland Independent the Rev. D. 
R. Wallace, vicar of St. Augustine’s Church, Oakland, re- 
ceived a warm tribute for his activities in furthering the in- 
terests of the community, in these generous words of appre-

Unique Confirmation Service 


An unusually unique confirmation service was held in St. 
Luke’s Church, Los Gatos, Sunday, December 8, when a 
group of five boys from the Montezuma Mountain School (a 
private school for boys in the heart of the Santa Cruz Moun- 
tains, five miles from Los Gatos) were confirmed by Bishop 
Parsons. The service was unusual in that each of the five 
boys came from a different diocese and were confirmed in 
Los Gatos because they were never home during the year to 
receive the confirmation instruction. There are sixteen Epis- 
copalians among the student body of 130. Of these, eight had 
already been confirmed and the others are yet too young to 
take this step. 

After the service, which was held especially for this group 
at 5:00 p. m., all present went to the Hotel Lyndon for din- 
ner, where a fine spirit of comradeship prevailed. The suc- 
cess of this venture is due entirely to the faithfulness of the 


the visitation of Mary to Elizabeth and the singing of the 
“Magnificat.” The third act showed the shepherds seated 
around the fire in the Bethlehem fields. This was followed 
by portrayal of their visit to the stable in Bethlehem and of 
their worshipping the dear Christ Child. Appropriate carols 
such as “Noel,” “O Come All Ye Faithful,” “In Excelsis Glo- 


ria” and “Of the Father’s Love Begotten” were sung at in- 
tervals. 


The fifth tableau showed the visit of the wise men, with 
the singing of “We Three Kings of Orient Are.” The pageant 
concluded with the portrayal of Emmanuel. This was pre- 
ceded by the reading of appropriate scriptural passages such 
as: “I am Alpha and Omega, the beginning and the ending, 
which was and which is and which is to come, the Al- 
mighty,” “I am the bread of life,’ “I am the true vine,” 
and for forth. 


The tableau showed the altar with Eucharistic candles 
burning, with the boys in red cassocks kneeling

Japanese Christmas Tree Party

On the evening of Friday, December 27, a Christmas tree 
party was held at Christ Japanese Mission, 732 Buchanan 
street, San Francisco. Preceding the entertainment a baptis- 
mal service was held in the chapel, when four children were 
baptized in the presence of a congregation that filled the 
building. Immediately following this beautiful and impres- 
sive service the congregation adjourned to the parish hall, 
Where a Christmas pageant was presented by members of the 
Church School. 


The prologue of this pageant was the gospel for Christmas 
Day as recorded by St. John, first chapter: “In the begin- 
ning was the Word and the Word was with God and the 
Word was God.” This was read in Japanese by Mr. O. Iwatsu, 
the Japanese layreader, and then was repeated in English by 
Mr. Joseph Tsukmoto, student at the Divinity School. The 
pageant consisted of six tableaux, the first representing the 
Annunciation. This was beautifully portrayed by two schol- 
ars. Between each scene appropriate scripture passages were 
read in both Japanese and English. The second act portrayed 


white, kneeling on the other side. The words of 
Institution were reverently repeated and a few 
verses of a Communion hymn sung. The pageant 
ended with the re-reading of the prologue: “In 
the begining was the Word and the Word was 
with God and the Word was God,” together with 
the text: “Lo, 1 am with you always.” 


The whole conception was beautiful and effec- 
tive and was the work of Rev. John T. Sakurai,; 
in charge of the mission. Father Sakurai is doing 
an excellent piece of work and has the assistance 
of the Rev. Mr. Terasawa. Mr Joseph Tsukmoto, 
Mr. O. Iwatsu and a number of Amercan work- 
ers. We feel that under his leadership greater 
things are in store for this the mother mission for Jananese 
en the Pacific Coast. 

Following the pageant there was a short talk from the 
Archdeacon and then a visit from Santa Claus, who distrib- 
uted gifts to the children present.

The following extract from a Watsonville paper gives 
warm testimony to the high regard in which Mr. Jones has 
been held in the community:

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Unique Confirmation Service 


An unusually unique confirmation service was held in St. 
Luke’s Church, Los Gatos, Sunday, December 8, when a 
group of five boys from the Montezuma Mountain School (a 
private school for boys in the heart of the Santa Cruz Moun- 
tains, five miles from Los Gatos) were confirmed by Bishop 
Parsons. The service was unusual in that each of the five 
boys came from a different diocese and were confirmed in 
Los Gatos because they were never home during the year to 
receive the confirmation instruction. There are sixteen Epis- 
copalians among the student body of 130. Of these, eight had 
already been confirmed and the others are yet too young to 
take this step. 

After the service, which was held especially for this group 
at 5:00 p. m., all present went to the Hotel Lyndon for din- 
ner, where a fine spirit of comradeship prevailed. The suc- 
cess of this venture is due entirely to the faithfulness of the 


the visitation of Mary to Elizabeth and the singing of the 
“Magnificat.” The third act showed the shepherds seated 
around the fire in the Bethlehem fields. This was followed 
by portrayal of their visit to the stable in Bethlehem and of 
their worshipping the dear Christ Child. Appropriate carols 
such as “Noel,” “O Come All Ye Faithful,” “In Excelsis Glo- 


ria” and “Of the Father’s Love Begotten” were sung at in- 
tervals. 


The fifth tableau showed the visit of the wise men, with 
the singing of “We Three Kings of Orient Are.”

He spoke to groups of men, 
women and young people in San Francisco, the East Bay 
region and he Peninsula district and his messages were 
deeply appreciated. He is a fine Christian gentleman, simple 
and sincere ‘and manifests a great loyalty to our blessed 
Lord. While he appealed to the emotional rather than the in- 
tellectual, we feel that his message was a needed one to many 
of us. We recall the words of the Bishop of Colorado, who 
said: “From the beginning of the Christian era down to this 
time Jesus Christ has been patronized by intellectuals who 
are interested in Him but who do not feel the need of Him.” 
Dr. Glazebrook emphasized the fact of our need of the dear 
Christ. It fitted right in with the Advent thought: 


“Then cleansed be every Christian breast 
And furnished for so great a guest; 
Yes, let us each our hearts prepare 
For Christ to come and enter there.” 


Elsewhere in this issue appear two of the poems used by 
Dr. Glazebrook in his addresses. 


St. Columba’s Chapel, Inverness, has suffered a severe loss 
in the death of Miss Josephine M. Hyde, for many years a 
devout church worker, a loyal trustee and official treasurer 
of the mission. She had been far from well for some time but 
to the end she had in mind the work of the Church. She is 
going to be geratly missed and we pray thta her memory will 
be blessed for ever more. Miss Alice Phillips of Inverness has 
been appointed to succeed her as trustee of the little chapel, 
while Mrs. H. D. Bowen of Berkeley is the new treasurer. 
Services are held just during the summer. 


The Archdeacon visited St. Andrew’s Mission, Point Reyes, 
on the second Sunday in December. He spoke to the children 
of the Church School and held a brief morning service im- 
mediately thereafter. The people of this little community are 
of all denominations and our Church is the oly religious 
force at work in the community. Sunday School is held un- 
der the leadership of Mrs. R. L. Grandi, a devoted Church 
worker, at 9:30 o’clock in the hall over Grandi’s store and it 
is planned to hold during the new year a morning service at 
11:00 o’clock at least on the second Sunday of each month. 
Mr. Merrill S. Small, layreader of the Church of Our Saviour, 
Mill Valley, has kindly consented to help in this regard. 


At invitation of Miss Avis Harvey, director of religious 
education of the Diocese, and through the courtesy of the 
rector and people of St. Paul’s Church, Oakland, a group of 
clergy and their wives and others interested in religious 
drama spent a delightful evening on Friday, December 13, at 
St. Paul’s parish house. After a delicious dinner two plays 
were beautifully given under the direction of Mrs. Catherine 
Northrup, well known for her dramatic gift. One dealt with 
missionary work in China and emphasized the fact that in 
order to win the Chinese we ourselves need to live the life, 
we need to bear witness to the dear Christ. The other was a 
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miracle play dealing with the Nativity. Both conveyed a real 
message aud touched all hearts. They made us realize more 
than ever that pageantry and religious drama can be and 
should be a great factor in religious education. The Church 
and the Diocese is fortunate in such a leader as Mrs. North- 
rup to guide us in this phase of religious education. 


With the Rev. Charles Thackeray of Paso Robles, the Arch- 
deacon visited Atascadero on the evening of December 17. A 
meeting of Church people living in the vicinity was held in 
the Atascadero Inn which, by the way, is under the direction 
of Mr. and Mrs. Bartholomew, both Church people. It was de- 
cided that the time is ripe for starting services in this pro- 
gressive community and the Archdeacon is planning to hold 
the first service on Sunday, January 12, at 11:00 o’clock. A 
guild is being formed and a mission committee to work with 
the Rev. Charles L. Thackeray. There are some consecrated, 
loyal Church people in Atascadero and a beautiful lot, to- 
gether with $1000 toward the erection of a suitable building, 
have been offered our Church. We feel that a great oppor- 
tunity confronts the Church in this section of the Diocese. 


The Rev. James Tancock, rector of St. Paul’s, Salinas, and 
vicar of St. Mark’s, King City, and St. Luke’s, Hollister, had 
a very narrow escape in an automobile accident on the San 
Juan Grade on his way back from a service at Hollister. His 
automobile was completely demolished but miracuously he 
escaped with a few bruises. An automobile is essential for

caring for his large field and he has generously used his car 
without any assistance from the Diocese. We think it only 
fair that something be done to help him in obtaining a new 
automobile and hope that it will be possible to do so. He has 
done a fine piece of work and has the esteem and regard of 
his parishioners. We are all thankful that he escaped serious 
injuries. 

King City, and especially our St. Mark’s Mission there, has 
been saddened by the sudden death of Mr. John Campbell. 
for mahy years the senior warden of our little church. He 
was a devoted and loyal member of St. Mark’s and his wife 
has been a tower of strength in the Ladies Guild. We extend 
to her and her children our sincere sympathy. May comfort 
and consolation be theirs in their great sorrow.

The other month when the Archdeacon visited St. Martin’s- 
in-the-Field, Annette, which is located in the mountains forty 
miles east of Paso Robles, he promised the twenty-five mem- 
bers of the Church School that if they increased the attend- 
ance to thirty-five for three Sundays in succession he would 
give them a treat. The following letter from Mrs. Grace 
Whallin, superintendent of the little school, has just been 
received: “There were forty-three present at Sunday School 
last Sunday and exactly thirty-five the two Sundays before. 
The children feel so good to think they won. They did lots 
of coaxing to get their fathers to come and most of them suc- 
ceeded. There were nine men present last Sunday and sev- 
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era] visitors. We are in hopes of getting Mr. Jordan, who 
lives toward Parkfield, to come and lead a men’s class. I am 
quite sure there are several men who would come if they had 
a good leader. With best wishes.” 

Seventeen years ago a young Japanese student named 
Light S. Mayekawa graduated from our Church Divinity 
School. He had gained the affection and regard of both the 
teaching staff and the student body and after his ordination 
to the diaconate returned to Japan to minister to his own 
people. At Sendai he has built up a fine work. His Sunday 
services have an average attendance of more than one hun- 
dred people, while he has a Sunday School of one hundred 
and fifty children. We are all proud of what he has accom- 
plished and wish him continued success and every blessing. 


On Christmas Eve the Archdeacon celebrated the Holy 
Eucharist at Trinity Church, Hayward. In addition to the 
regular congregation there was a large representation of 
young people from the De Molay and Job’s Daughters organ- 
izations. The church was crowded and after the services the 
choir was entertained in the vicarage and all had a happy 
time. We are glad to be able to report that the vicar, the Rev. 
J. A. Ten Broeck, is recovering from his serious illness and 
we hope will soon be able to take full charge of the work 
again. 

At 11:00 a. m. Christmas Day the Archdeacon had the 
privilege of sitting in the congregation with Mrs. Porter at 
St. Luke’s Church, San Francisco, the Rev. W. W. Jennings. 
rector. It was a deeply impressive service and the beautiful 
church, with its atmosphere of reverence and worship, the 
dear carols sung remarkably by the fine male quartette, the 
excellent sermon by Mr. Jennings, all helped to fill with real 
significance the old greeting, “Merry Christmas,” and to 
bring the dear Christ nearer to us. May His spirit go with us 
and guide us in our work in the Diocese in the new year. 


Calavada Marriages 
By THOMAS JENKINS, Bishop of Nevada 


Divorce is not the only article which makes Reno and 
other Nevada towns famous. Marriages of California people 
in Nevada are, I suppose, as numerous as Nevada divorces. 
Couples come daily, often by airplane. Why they come is 
usually to escape the publicity required in their own State. 
Sometimes they come just for a lark, as some have told me. 
The California law requires three full days to intervene be- 
tween the issuing of a license and the day of marriage, mak- 
ing five days in all. This is a good law and comports with the 
spirit of our marriage service, which provides that the banns 
may be published and that the service be rendered publicly 
in the presence of “friends and neighbors.” These hurrying 
couples who come over to us usually appear without warning 
or notice of any sort and with no witnesses, saying nothing 
of “friends and neighbors.” Sometimes they want to be mar- 
ried in the hotel, usually in the minister’s house. They often 
ask whether the minister can furnish witnesses, which some 
ministers are quite glad to do! 

It is all a bad business. Who knows the truthfulness of the 
stories they tell—whether they have been divorced; whether 
they are baptized; whether there are other obstacles which 
bar their marriage by a Christian minister. 

But I am particularly interested in couples who come 
claiming membership in the Episcopal Church—one or both 
of them. And they are very many. The whole business, as I 
have had occasion to study it, points to a lamentable failure 
on our part to teach our young people the sanctity of mar- 
riage and the way of getting married. I am convinced that 
the less we have to do with marrying such couples the bet- 
ter it will be for the witness of the Church to the soundness 
of the act and the integrity of the home. In this I fear we are 
not wholly beyond blame. I grant it is not always easy to 
turn couples away, knowing that others are waiting to per- 
form the act and get the fee. And with many it is obviously 
the fee which accounts for the readiness with which all and 
sundry comers are accommodated. 

The California law, so good, ought to be respected at least 
by us who are bound by the provisions of the Prayer Book. 
And I have reason to know that with most of us it is. But

Cathedral 
Notes 


The choir and chancel of the remodeled crypt are shown 
in this picture taken while the Christmas greens were in 
place. Save for the lessened depth of the chancel little 
change is apparent except to those familiar with the former 
arrangement. 

This view of the exterior of the crypt shows how it was 
cut back to make room for construction of the crossing and 
transepts. In a few months the steel frame of the crossing 
will tower nearly a hundred feet above the roof of the crypt. 


Rapid, well-planned work on the part of a skilled force of 
carpenters made possible the completion during December 
of an interesting alteration of the crypt of the cathedral with- 
out interruption of services. To allow construction to pro- 
ceed on the crossing and transepts the crypt chancel was 
shortened by about twenty feet ,a new wall was built across 
the west end of the crypt and the old semi-circular, brick 
wall removed. The whole alteration program went through 
without a hitch and now that the walls have been re-tinted 
and considerable painting done, the interior of the crypt is 
even more attractive than before. Work was started Monday 
morning, December 2, and in that week one tier of chogr 
stalls was removed, the altar and carved wood paneling 
moved twenty feet nearer the congregation and the surplus 
choir stalls placed across the rear of the crypt. The follow- 
ing week saw the new wall in place and then began the work 
of tearing out the old temporary woodwork and masonry to 
make way for new construction. Since the choir stalls which 
were removed were not in regular use, the alteration in no 
way limits the usefulness of the crypt and for all practical 
purposes it is as before. On special occasions the raised 
stalls in the rear will be available for seating visiting choirs. 


The steel frame of the sacristies, which are on the north 
side of the chancel, is now almost complete and concrete 
will soon be poured for this unit. Included in it will be sac- 
risties for the Bishop and dean, a room for visiting clergy, a 
boys’ choir room and a cathedral office. There will be en- 
trances on Jones street and direct connections, of course,

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with the cathedral. Part of the money for the boys’ choir 
room was provided by the boys and girls of the Diocese in 
their Advent offering a year ago. 


Installation of the Gustavino tile vaulting in the Chapel of 
Grace and baptistery is under way and when this is in place 
the interior will be well toward completion. Stained glass 
for the windows has arived from the studio of the artist who 
designed it but will not be put in place while other opera- 
tions are in progress, because of the danger of breakage. 


“An achievement of such moment as world peace does not 
just happen,” said Bishop Parsons, in his Christmas morning 
sermon in the cathedral. “It must be won through an ardent 
and persistent campaign to mold world sentiment. The peace 
promised at Christ’s coming will not drop down upon us out 
of heaven. The angels’ song, as usually given, is ‘Peace on 
earth, good will toward men’ but the later translations give 
it ‘Peace on earth among men of good will.’ That means that 
each of us must find, first of all, a real personal peace in his 
own heart.” 

“If Christ had appeared among the savages of Central Af- 
rica He could have achieved nothing,” declared the Rt. Rev.

William Hall Moreland, in the course of a sermon in the 
cathedral on December 15. “God could not be revealed in 
human beings until they had reached a certain stage of evo- 
lution. . . . Why were the Jews chosen? They were not 
chosen. The Jews had sought God more earnestly and under- 
standingly than all other races. Therefore, to them came the 
unique glory of being the race that gave Jesus Christ to the 
world. It was not because God chose the Jews; it was because 
the Jews chose God.” 

To aid in disseminating the message of the San Francisco 
Community Chest, the cathedral will again give a part of the 
time it is on the air over Radio Station KGO to statements of 
the Chest’s work and need. The cathedral is on the air from 
11:00 to 12:00 on the first and third Sundays of the month. 


Plans are being made to hold a brief service of thanksgiv- 
ing during the Diocesan Convention, early in February, be- 
side the part of the cathedral under construction. When the 
Convention was in session last year preparations were being 
made to erect the steel frame of the chapel. Now the chapel 
is nearly finished and work is well started on a major por- 
tion of the main body of the cathedral. 


The Rt. Rev. Charles S. Reifsnider, Suffragan Bishop of 
North Tokyo, will preach in the cathedral on January 26. 
Bishop Reifsnider is in the United States to aid in raising 
$2,656,000 to rebuild St. Luke’s International Hospital, To- 
kyo, as an American medical center. St. Luke’s Hospital has 
been characterized as one of the Church’s most important 
missionary enterprises in foreign fields and is leading the 
way to modern hospitalization in a country where the infant 
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mortality rate is four times that of New York City and the 
tuberculosis rate three times as great. Eighty per cent of the 
poverty in Japan is said to be caused by disease. Since the 
fire and earthuake of 1923 the hospital has been housed in 
temporary wooden buildings. Construction of a modern 
building has been started and a considerable part of the 
necessary funds has been promised. 


San Francisco will be visited by the Rt. Rev. F. L. Deane, 
D. D., Bishop of Aberdeen, in February. The Bishop of Aber- 
deen comes in the interests of the Bishop Seabury Memorial, 
an American shrine in Scotland, and he will preach in the 
cathedral, February 25. ae 

Gifts to the Lydia Paige Monteagle Memorial amount to 
more than $20,000 and new gifts are being received from 
day to day. There are undoubtedly many who wish to give 
toward this memorial and it is suggested that they send gifts 
now to the Cathedral Building Fund office at 1122 California 
street. The total amount needed for the memorial portal is 
$42,000. 


Religious Education Notes 
By Avis E. Harvey 


The new ten-point standard is truly the result of thought 
and discussion of a very representative group of those work- 
ing in religious education in the Diocese. Under the leader- 
ship of the Rev. Herbert I. Oberholtzer, chairman of the com- 
mittee, it was first presented to the Department of Religious 
Education and very carefully discussed there. It was then 
referred back to the committee for further work and brought 
to the following department meeting. During that month it 
was presented and discussed at the superintendents’ meet- 
ings of the Convocations. So it is the result of the thought of 
quite a group of people. In planning the new standard the 
lead set by the chairman was followed. It is an advance over 
the old one, something to strive toward. Not something every 
school can meet easily. The standard will go into effect in 
January and the Church Schools will be judged by it for 
1930. In order to receive a certificate a school must meet the 
first nine requirements and one of the last three, making ten 
points. Schools meeting eight or nine points will receive hon- 
orable mention. Following are the ten points: 


1. A planned curriculum based on Christian Nurture prin- 
ciples such as the Christian Nurture series. The curriculum 
of a Church School should be based on a planned foundation 
and, like the foundation of a building, it is the thing on 
which the structure is built. For each year of the child’s life 
there is something you most want him to learn and it will be 
in relation to the thing he is living that year. Let us call this 
the experience natural to his age. With this basis of experi- 
ences decided, then courses may be selected to carry through 
the idea. So a series like the Christian Nurture may be used 
for it is built on such a foundation or courses from a number 
of different series may be used as long as they build the 
structure with the foundation stones firmly underneath. 


2. A forty-minute period of class instruction over and 
above any opening or closing service. 
3. Fifty per cent of the teaching staff taking some training

during the year reported. A definite kind of training is not 
required. Some of the teachers may be able to go to a stand- 
ard school, some take N. A. T. A. courses, some correspond- 
ence and others do some supervised reading. 

4. Regular meetings of officers and teachers. The number 
of such meetings has not been suggested. In a school with a 
director of religious education who is having personal inter- 
views with the teachers it is not necessary to have as many 
meetings of the entire staff as it is in a school where the 
teachers are not working under such close supervision. This 
point requires that a plan be made and followed. To have 
meetings at the call of the rector or superintendent does not 
meet the “regular” requirement. 

». A Church School service program. Again the require- 
ment is that a definite plan be followed. It may be that the 
entire parish has a service program and every group in the 
parish works according to that program, including the 
Church School. The Student Council may plan the program 
aroound the interests of the children or it may mean work- 
ing in the five fields during the year. — 

6. Regular worship in the church every Sunday. Many 
children are going to Church School Sunday after Sunday 
and never see the inside of the church. To meet this point 
your program should provide a regular service of worship 
in the Church each Sunday which the children may attend. 
This does not include the kindergarten and primary depart- 
ments. It may be better for them to have a separate one in 
their own room. 

7. A Student Council, which should be representative of 
the school and should plan and carry out the service pro- 
gram. This point does not mean that you should build up an- 
other organization but that the children should have some 
voice in planning every matter concerning the activities of 
the school. It may lead to an organized group called a 
council. 

8. A pre-school department something more than the font 
roll or Little Helpers. A department of those too young to 
come to the Church School, so the Church goes to them— 
offering help to the mother that will guide her in developing 
the religious life of the very small child. 

9. Representation at Church School institutes, the diocesan 
summer school, convocational superintendents’ meetings, 
standard teacher training schools and so forth. 

10. One to be selected from the folowing: (a) An average 
attendance of 75 per cent of the enrollment. According to 
the International Council standard a name may be dropped 
from the active list after three weeks’ absence. (b) Training 
in systematic giving. (c) A Daily Vacation Church School or 
co-operation with some Community Daily Vacation Church 
School.

for our guidance I have asked all my fellow Nevada clergy 
te observe the restriction and protection put about us by the 
Church. 

The following suggestions, faithfully observed, would en- 
able us to minister to worthy Church couples and to eschew 
whoever comes simply to avoid publicity or for the sake of 
doing something novel and smart: 


1. To require a written request from their own priest that 
one of our clergy solemnize the marriage and that the respec- 
tive families are agreeable to it. 


, 2. That such marriages be performed in the Church build- 
ng. 

Inasmuch as this letter is being sent to all bishops and 
diocesan papers in California, it is not, I trust, too much to 
hope that our position in Nevada will be known to many, 
even beyond the readers of the diocesan papers. Such knowl- 
edge might save many couples from an unnecessary em- 
barrassment and in some small measure, at least, check the 
stream of hastily and lightly regarded marriages—the foun- 
tain source of very many failures.

At the meeting of the officers of the Diocesan Branch of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary on Tuesday, December 10, the annual 
calendar was arranged, giving the time and subject of each 
meeting during the year and establishing a regular routine to 
be observed. It is as follows: September, second Tuesday, 
United Thank Offering; November, second Tuesday, Social 
Service; January, second Tuesday, Educational; February, 
annual meeting at Diocesan Convention; March, Quiet Day, 
(late subject to the Bishop’s appointment; May, second Tues- 
day, Church Extension; August 6, Feast of the Transfigura- 
tion, Altar Day. 

It was decided to pledge $100 for the Bishop Nichols 
Memorial Allar Rail Fund for the cathedral. Of this, $50 will 
be paid before January 1 and the rest during 1930. 

In the afternoon, under the direction of Mrs. Charles P. 
Deems, educational director, a program on inter-racial study 
and progress was given in the parish room of Trinity Church 
at which a large number of Auxiliary members were present. 
This is one of a series of programs to be given by the educa- 
tional department of the Diocesan Branch, under Mrs. 
Deems’ direction—one to take place each month until Easter 
at Trinity Church. 

The Rev. Lynn T. White of the Presbyterian Theological 
Seminary at San Anselmo, was the principal speaker and 
made a strong plea for co-operation of the races. He quoted 
the saying of Dr. Cook that the nineteenth century had made 
neighbors of all the world and the twentieth must make them 
brothers. Physical progress has been so rapid, he declared, 
that spiritual progress has lagged behind. Christ’s teachings 
have made it imperative that the best strains of human stock 
should be emphasized and by strains he did not mean races. 
Differences of race, the speaker said, he believed were in- 
tended for the enrichment of humanity but he regretted 
race consciousness. Inter-racial marriages, however, are to 
-be deplored because of the unfortunate status of children 
born of such unions. 

Following this speaker was Mrs. Norman Livermore, who 


gave a report on the far-flung work of the Church on the 
different continents. Of particular importance at the present 
time is the work being carried on in Liberia, as the next few 
years will tell the tale of whether the continent of Africa is 
to be Mohammedan or Christian. Real church unity prevails 
te a great degree in China where, because of conditions, the 
missionaries of all denominations are compelled to work 
together. 

Mrs. Effingham Sutton spoke of the work of the Young 
Women’s Christian Association and the methods of combin- 
ing Americanization and enough of the home land customs 
for many nationalities, to keep them happy and interested. 
Visitors at the Young Women’s Christian Association estab- 
lishments average from thirty-five to forty different national- 
ities each month. 


Mrs. C. Edward Holmes told of the work done locally by 
members of the House of Churchwomen, of whom there are 
five each year on the Diocesan Council, in furthering the in- 
ter-racial work in the Diocese. 


Father Wallace of St. Augustine’s, Oakland, the mission of 
colored people, told of his efforts among his people and of 
some difficulties that he faced. He has a congregation of 
about 250 members, as well as children of the Church School, 
and they have fulfilled their obligations to the Church. He 
regards the situation as encouraging and the growth as sure. 


Father Sakurai, the last speaker, is a member of the So- 
ciety of St. John the Evangelist and in charge of the Japa- 
nese Mission here. His work lies largely among children of 
his race, as many devout Buddhists permit their children, 
born in this country and speaking English, to be baptized 
and taught the Christian religion. They feel, Father Sakurai 
said, that the beauty of Buddhism can only be appreciated in 
an Oriental atmosphere and do not insist upon it for their 
Americanized offspring. Although he is new in the work 
here, which has been started recently, he feels greatly en- 
couraged and is planinng for not only the baptism but the 
confirmation of Japanese.

Religious Education Notes 
By Avis E. Harvey 


The new ten-point standard is truly the result of thought 
and discussion of a very representative group of those work- 
ing in religious education in the Diocese. Under the leader- 
ship of the Rev. Herbert I. Oberholtzer, chairman of the com- 
mittee, it was first presented to the Department of Religious 
Education and very carefully discussed there. It was then 
referred back to the committee for further work and brought 
to the following department meeting. During that month it 
was presented and discussed at the superintendents’ meet- 
ings of the Convocations. So it is the result of the thought of 
quite a group of people. In planning the new standard the 
lead set by the chairman was followed. It is an advance over 
the old one, something to strive toward. Not something every 
school can meet easily. The standard will go into effect in 
January and the Church Schools will be judged by it for 
1930. In order to receive a certificate a school must meet the 
first nine requirements and one of the last three, making ten 
points. Schools meeting eight or nine points will receive hon- 
orable mention. Following are the ten points: 


1. A planned curriculum based on Christian Nurture prin- 
ciples such as the Christian Nurture series. The curriculum 
of a Church School should be based on a planned foundation 
and, like the foundation of a building, it is the thing on 
which the structure is built. For each year of the child’s life 
there is something you most want him to learn and it will be 
in relation to the thing he is living that year. Let us call this 
the experience natural to his age. With this basis of experi- 
ences decided, then courses may be selected to carry through 
the idea. So a series like the Christian Nurture may be used 
for it is built on such a foundation or courses from a number 
of different series may be used as long as they build the 
structure with the foundation stones firmly underneath. 


2. A forty-minute period of class instruction over and 
above any opening or closing service. 
3. Fifty per cent of the teaching staff taking some training

during the year reported. A definite kind of training is not 
required. Some of the teachers may be able to go to a stand- 
ard school, some take N. A. T. A. courses, some correspond- 
ence and others do some supervised reading. 

4. Regular meetings of officers and teachers. The number 
of such meetings has not been suggested. In a school with a 
director of religious education who is having personal inter- 
views with the teachers it is not necessary to have as many 
meetings of the entire staff as it is in a school where the 
teachers are not working under such close supervision. This 
point requires that a plan be made and followed. To have 
meetings at the call of the rector or superintendent does not 
meet the “regular” requirement. 

5. A Church School service program. Again the require- 
ment is that a definite plan be followed. It may be that the 
entire parish has a service program and every group in the 
parish works according to that program, including the 
Church School. The Student Council may plan the program 
aroound the interests of the children or it may mean work- 
ing in the five fields during the year. | 

6. Regular worship in the church every Sunday. Many 
children are going to Church School Sunday after Sunday 
and never see the inside of the church. To meet this point 
your program should provide a regular service of worship 
in the Church each Sunday which the children may attend. 
This does not include the kindergarten and primary depart- 
ments. It may be better for them to have a separate one in 
their own room. 

7. A Student Council, which should be representative of 
the school and should plan and carry out the service pro- 
gram. This point does not mean that you should build up an- 
other organization but that the children should have some 
voice in planning every matter concerning the activities of 
the school. It may lead to an organized group called a 
council. 

8. A pre-school department something more than the font 
roll or Little Helpers. A department of those too young to 
come to the Church School, so the Church goes to them— 
offering help to the mother that will guide her in developing 
the religious life of the very small child. 

9. Representation at Church School institutes, the diocesan 
summer school, convocational superintendents’ meetings, 
standard teacher training schools and so forth. 

10. One to be selected from the folowing: (a) An average 
attendance of 75 per cent of the enrollment. According to 
the International Council standard a name may be dropped 
from the active list after three weeks’ absence. (b) Training 
in systematic giving. (c) A Daily Vacation Church School or 
co-operation with some Community Daily Vacation Church 
School.

for our guidance I have asked all my fellow Nevada clergy 
te observe the restriction and protection put about us by the 
Church. 


The following suggestions, faithfully observed, would en- 
able us to minister to worthy Church couples and to eschew 
whoever comes simply to avoid publicity or for the sake of 
doing something novel and smart: 


1. To require a written request from their own priest that 
one of our clergy solemnize the marriage and that the respec- 
tive families are agreeable to it. 


_ 2. That such marriages be performed in the Church build- 
ing. 

Inasmuch as this letter is being sent to all bishops and 
diocesan papers in California, it is not, I trust, too much to 
hope that our position in Nevada wilk be known to many, 
even beyond the readers of the diocesan papers. Such knowl- 
edge might save many couples from an unnecessary em- 
barrassment and in some small measure, at least, check the 
stream of hastily and lightly regarded marriages—the foun- 
tain source of very many failures.

CANVASS INCOMPLETE WITHOUT CAREFUL 
FOLLOW-UP 


Success or failure may depend upon reaching individuals 
not seen by canvassers or others who might increase pledges 
if needs were known. 

The Every Member Canvass in conception and application 
embraces four practical steps, all of which are essential to 
thorough-going operation. They are: 


1. Set up—preparation. 
2. Sign up—the actual personal visitation at a given time. 


3. Follow up—a careful gleaning of the field to gather in 
those who have not been seen or those who may increase 
pledges; it also includes following through to see that pledges 
mean payments.

4, Check up—frequent examination of the items of the par- 
ish budget, preferably once a month; and monthly statements 
to pledgors. 


The annual Every Member Canvass never can be a com- 
plete canvass unless every member is reached. It is doubtful 
if in the ten years during which the Church has made use of 
the Every Member Canvass a single parish has been able to 
reach every individual member on a given date. That would 
be perfection—and there has not yet been the perfect can- 
vass. 


There is one element of a real Every Member Canvass 
which has not been given the serious consideration it de- 
serves, namely, the follow-up plan. Yet this follow-up plan 
is as much a part of the Every Member Canvass as the actual 
visiting of individuals on a day set for that purpose. 


The follow-up plan is neither more nor less than a plan to 
carry through what has been started and no canvass is com- 
plete until the opportunity has been given to every individ- 
ual to talk things over and to give his pledge for the support 
of the Church’s Program—parish, diocesan and general. 
Many a parish canvass has been a failure because it stopped 
with the effort of a single day, leaving a large section of the 
membership out of the picture. 


On the other hand, many a canvass which would have 
been a failure if stopped at the end of a given day has been 
turned into a greatly successful enterprise by the response 
of individuals who have only been reached by those who 
were interested enough to follow through. 


The genius of the processes of the Every Member Canvass 
requires that no single individual within the Church shall be 
refused opportunity to do his share in the propagation of the 
Gospel by giving his support to it in the only way most of 


us Can Gu so, save by our prayers and our local effort.— 
The Church at Work.

The Young People’s Fellowship is a wide-awake organiza- 
tion that affords the younger generation its greatest chance 
of doing good and serving Christ. Arthur Chase, diocesan

On the second Sunday of each month a corporate Com- 
munion is held at 8:00 o’clock in the morning, after which 
breakfast is served by members of the chapter, various ones 
serving in turn each month. Average attendance at the com- 
munion and breakfast is fifteen. 

The chapter is represented in the Sunday School, several 
members teaching and attending faithfully. The chapter has 
two representatives on the parish council, two members are 
on the vestry, one member leads a group of small boys in a 
junior scout organization and other members engage in spe- 
cial activities of the church. 

The church attendance of this chapter is very good. Mem- 
bers may be seen at either morning or evening services and 
in many cases at both. Through the work of the Young Peo- 
ple’s Fellowship attendance by young people has been en- 
couraged. 

Last year members installed a $50 stained glass window 
and this year have set a $150 objective which is to be raised 
by Lent and turned over to the church. 

Briefly this covers the greater part of the chapter’s activi- 
ties, though members help out with all church activities or 
work. 

The new year is already upon us, bringing with it much 
old and new Young People’s Fellowship work, which musi 
be carried on by the incoming officers. With the new consti- 
tution now in effect we are all eager to make it one huge 
success, by accomplishing the most significant tasks which 
heretofore have been somewhat neglected, due to the incon- 
sistency of cur working plan. We want to extend our Young 
People’s Fellowship so that the many small parishes, prac- 
tically unknown to us, may be organized and be represented 
by full-fledged members of the organization. With this spirit 
in mind we should go forth with new zest and make the year 
1930 outstanding in the progress of our young people, thus 
making it a happy new year for everyone. _

Sisterhoods and Community of St. Saviour—An 
Address Delivered to Woman’s Auxiliary 
of Grace Cathedral 


In order that you may understand more clearly the prin- 
ciple of our life. I should like to talk to you first on the sub- 
ject of sisterhoods in general. Sisterhoods are an established 
and recognized institution within the Church. They are not 
a new and modern idea of organized religious activity. In 
every age there have been holy women who have accepted 
the call to endless service—as the vestal virgins of the early 
Roman civilization, priestesses of the Greek and prophetesses 
of the North countries—but in the Christian civilization 
alone do we find that inspiration and fulfilment of a life 
whose service is perfect freedom. First of all, this life is a 
voluntary act of self-dedication of all who seek to enter a 
religious community and the motive that underlies this self- 
dedication is a humble desire to follow in the footsteps of 
our blessed Lord, that in a life dedicated to him in prayer 
and good works we may show forth the love of God and the 
love and praise due almighty God is found in the outward 
manifestation of our life and habit. It may seem to the world 
that we have chosen God but it is God Who has chosen us to 
do a work of prayer and good deeds. We have only rey 
sponded to His call that we may show forth God’s praise, not 
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only with our lips but in our lives, by giving up ourselves to 
His service and by walking before Him in holiness and 
righteousness all our days and as a guide in this religious 
life the counsels of poverty, chastity and obedience which 
our blessed Lord set forth in the gospels are the foundation 
of our life. Now the life of the counsels is just our freedom 
and protection from all worldly anxiety, that we may more 
fully unite ourselves to our blessed Lord, to do his will. God’s 
will for us is expressed in the rule and constitution of the 
community of which we are members and though a com- 
munity be made up of individual members we are one in a 
united life of consecrated service. 


The Community of St. Saviour has been established in this 
Diocese for twenty-eight years. With the sanction and ap- 
proval of the late Rt. Rev. William Ford Nichols, our late 
reverend mother foundress was trained and prepared for 
this life and work in the Sisterhood of the Holy Nativity and 
the Community of St. John the Baptist. To have lived with 
the late reverend mother was a daily revelation of the love 
and calm quietness of the working of God. Her work in sil- 
ence goes forward and is rather felt than seen. 


For twenty-two years we have had the care of the children 
of the Maria Kip Orphanage. For the last ten years our house 
has been their home and the word “convent” is only the 
name of the dwelling place where two or three are gathered 
in the Lord’s name. Here children live a simple, Christian 
life. A regular time for rising, wholesome meals at a set time 
each day and the same hour for retiring every night—this 
same evenness of life for the growing child makes for a 
steady, healthy growth and this health of the body is so nec- 
essary for the moral and spiritual growth. 

We felt that the children needed the recreation of outdoor 
life in the summer—a San Francisco summer is too cool and 
apt to be foggy. At Rio Nido, on the Russian River, we have 
about an acre of land where there are two cottages, several 
sleeping porches, a large screened-in play room and an out- 
door chapel and dining room. There the children enjoy the 
advantages of eating, sleeping and playing outdoors all day 
for the vacation period. Such a vacation builds up a resist- 
ance against winter disease germs which seem to be so ready 
to take possession of the small and weak. For us it means a 
great deal of extra work and anxiety but the benefits for the 
children are so great and noticeable that we feel it is well 
worth while. The upkeep of this property is made possible 
through another phase of our work—the sale of devotional 
cards, Christmas and Easter. We first started this as a mis- 
sionary effort to place before our Church people greeting 
cards which conveyed the Christian spirit of love and sym- 
pathy. That is still our aim and as a missionary effort it is 
now two-fold in its outcome. You are helping us to bui!d in 
each child a temple of the Holy Spirit and children who will 
one day stand before the very presence of God. Secondly, 
you have the opportunity of sending your personal message 
of the knowledge and joyful acceptance of a Saviour. 

Another work which we do is in the altar bread depart- 
ment. Each day after the children have gone to school and 
we have had time for prayer and meditation, sees us busy at 
some work—for we have a common round and the trivial 
tasks such as washing, cooking and marketing. The altar 
bread must be baked each day, as we have orders from up 
and down the Coast, as well as a regular mailing list. A 
smooth dough and an even heat must be maintained in order 
to get the best results and this calls for concentration on 
what we are doing. After the sheets of bread are made they 
must be put aside to moisten so as to be ready to cut for use. 
It might be of interest to know that the boxes in which we 
pack the altar bread come from New York—California wood 
is too fragrant and would cause the altar bread to have a 
peculiar taste; therefore, we had to find wood from another 
part of the country. We get these boxes knocked down and 
have to put them together but we are able to cut the boxes 
to any size, even for our smallest order. This department is 
self-supporting and gives us a little income which is used to 
meet chapel expenses. 

This is a brief resume of our life and work and I may put 
before you a few of our needs. There are vacancies in our 
household. Then any of the many little extra things which 
add so much to the happiness of childhood—such as can- 
dies, jellies, books and scraps of material for doll clothes— 
would be greatly appreciated. Lastly, we need the encour- 
agement of kindly interest and prayers. 
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The New Christian Adventure—A Challenge 
| to the Church of Today

The outlook which may be described as that of secular 
civilization is a far more formidable challenge to Christian- 
ity than any of ‘the non-Christian religious systems. It is no 
mere academic theory or speculative philosophy. It is inti- 
mately associated with the creative forces of the modern 
world .It is not a body of traditional beliefs to which men 
pay an outward and respectful homage while their real inter- 
ests lie elsewhere. What we have to reckon with is the as- 
sumptions underlying and bound up with the living forces 
which are here and now building up the world in which 
we live. 


The secular view presents itself to men, not simply as one 
of several rival philosophies but as the explanation and in- 
terpretation of the creative forces of their actual world. It 
possesses all the prestige derived from the dazzling achieve- 
ments of natural science. It finds allies in the new oppor- 
tunities for enjoyment and the new avenues to wealth and 
power which modern science has opened up and which have 
so powerful an attraction for the natural heart of man. 

What are some of the main issues which secular civiliza- 
tion raises for Christian faith? 


In the first place, powerful and influential voices are pro- 
claiming today that it is no longer possible, nor necessary, 
to believe in God, at least in any personal sense. In illustra- 
tion, two books out of many may be cited, which have had 
a wide circulation in Great Britain and America—H. G. 
Wells’ “Open Conspiracy” and Walter Lippmann’s “Preface 
to Morals.” Both books are concerned with the betterment 
of human society. Both are inspired by a serious and lofty 
purpose. Both maintain that the service of mankind needs 
the driving force of a religious motive. Both are agreed that 
it is necessary to abandon belief in the personal God. Mr. 
Lippmann asserts that a fundamental choice is necessary; 
there must be a complete break with the theocratic idea, in 
order that the way may be clear for the only form of religion 
that is possible for the modern man. Mr. Wells is equally 
clear that religion in the future can only be the service of 
humanity, detached from any belief in a personal God. 


The achievements of modern science in the fields of 
physics, chemistry and biology obscure from many the 
thought of God as a living force in the world. The modern 
mind finds it difficult to reconcile the kind of world which 
science is revealing with faith in the God and Father of our 
Lord Jesus Christ. There is a strong drift today in the direc- 
tion of seeking to find the spiritual values of life in an 
analysis of the life and development of society. In wide cir- 
cles this tendency has become dominant. To those who have 
come under its influence the idea of God appears unneces- 
sary and irrelevant. Their attitude finds expression in such 
remarks as “The kind of God you have in mind is utterly 
negligible to me.” 


With this loss of belief in God goes the abandoment of be- 
lief in a divine purpose for the world, in any cosmic sig- 
nificance of human life and conduct, in personal immortal- 
ity, in prayer and worship and in the proverbial ordering of 
the life of individuals and of society. It needs but little re- 
flection to realize how immense are the spiritual values 
which thus disappear from human life. 


Again, the scientific method relies on experiment, and it is 
therefore natural for those who live in a world in which the 
application of the scientific method has brought about such 
dazzling transformations to look to experiment in individual 
and social conduct as the supreme means of discovering 
truth. The modern temper is in revolt against authority. It 
is necessary for us to explain and vindicate the grounds on 
which as Christians we accept Jesus as Lord and Master, as 
arbiter in matters of conduct and our guide in life. We have 
to show in what sense He is an authority and in doing that 
we have to meet the difficulties which have been raised in 


connection with the accuracy and trustworthiness of the 
historical record. 


This means that we need to find an entirely new approach 
in presenting the Gospel to those important and growing 
classes, in West and East alike, who have come under the 


influence of the modern scientific temper. The presentation 
of Christianity in the past has been in the main on an autho- 
ritarian basis. It has been an exposition of the teaching of 
the Bible and of the Church. This has been natural, since 
Christianity rests on an historical foundation. If the his- 
torically given element in Christianity is surrendered or ig- 
nored, there is little left of what Christianity has meant to 
generations of men and women in the past. But, however 
strongly we hold and believe this, it is still necessary to 
recognize that a new approach is needed to the classes we 
are considering. In the past we have been addressing audi- 
ences, uninfluenced in the main by the “acids of modernity,” 
whose conscience was on our side. Today the conscience of 
the large classes who stand outside the Church, or at least 
their sense of truth, is against us. They sincerely question 
our authorities and our assumptions. 


In the third place—and perhaps this is the most important 
task of all—we have to show to the modern world what the 
Christian life really means. The great difficulty here is the 
complexity of modern life. The civilization which has grown 
up as the result of applied science is largely and increasingly 
impersonal. The relations between human beings have be- 
come so complex, impersonal forces have come to dominate 
human society to such an extent, that ethical action has be- 
come increasingly difficult. Vital Christianity finds its ex- 
pression in personal goodness. In the simpler conditions of 
an earlier society a man’s goodness could be exhibited over 
practically the whole range of his activities and relations. 
But in the more complex conditions of the Great Society, in 
a great part—perhaps the larger part—of the activities in 
which a man is engaged, it is not possible for him.to mani- 
fest his goodness in the same way, inasmuch as the condi- 
tions do not permit him to be good alone. He is compelled to 
act with others. In this impersonal modern society, personal- 
ity tends to be dwarfed. Christianity is a religion of person- 
ality and if it is to be a vital force in the world today we can 
not escape the necessity of working to bring about a state of 
society in which personality has a larger opportunity of ex- 
pression than in the society of today. 

It is necessary, on the one hand, to define more clearly 
the Christian attitude toward values of secular civilization. 
These have little place or recognition in the New Testament. 
Yet few Christians would feel it to be inconsistent with the 
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“ Built for the Ages!”

spirit of Christ to recognize that many of the activities and 
achievements of secular civilization represent genuine hu- 
man values. A religion which is to be real to men must offer 
to them a religious interpretation of the activities in which 
most of their life is spent and of the ends to which their 
energies are in the main directed. In the Christian view, the 
good things in secular civilization are God’s gifts and are to 
be received thankfully at His hand. They should call forth 
our worship. We need today a Church that sanctifies the 
values of secular civilization by lifting them up into worship, 
a Church which seeks to make all genuinely creative activity 
consciously, what it is unconsciously, an act of worship to 
God the Father. 

On the other hand, religion will prove its reality not only 
by giving a deeper spiritual meaning to the goods of secular 
civilization, but still more convincingly in its attitude to the 
loss of them and in the voluntary surrender of them for 
higher ends. If there is one thing in the world that is in- 
dubitably real, it is suffering. Baron von Hugel, one of the 
greatest Christians of our time, wrote to a friend who was in 
great pain, “When the attacks come to you, say to yourself, 
‘This is real. God is allowing me to taste a real experi- 
ence.’ ” Suffering touches life to the quick. While men today 
are inclined to question the reality of current religion they 
do not doubt the reality of Christ’s life. His hold over men 
rests on His willingness to pay the utmost price. “In hero- 
ism we feel,” as William James has said, “life’s supreme 
mystery is hidden.” Great as are the difficulties arising from 
the historical element in Christianity, its strength lies in this 
contact with concrete reality. Here in the world of time, in 
a human soul and body, evil in all its blackness was met and 
overcome. Here we touch the depths of reality. If the new 
Christian adventure is going to mean anything, it will bring 
us sooner or later to the Cross and acceptance of the Cross 
will be the supreme proof that our religion is real. 

While the answer to the challenge of secular civilization 
must be first and foremost a new adventure of life, the ad- 
venture must include an adventure of the mind. It can be an 


adventure of the whole personality only if the Christian life 
is accompanied by a reflective interpretation of the implica- 
tions of that life and if this interpretation is to reach those 
large classes who stand aloof from the Church, it must be 
given in a language which is familiar to them and which 
they can understand. While the witness of Christian lives is 
more potent than any intellectual statement, clear intellec- 
tual statement in the full light of modern knowledge is nec- 
essary to remove those inhibitions which hold men back 
from embarking on the Christian adventure, lest by so doing 
they should sacrifice their intellectual honesty and turn their 
backs on the realities of life, which all that is best in them 
tells them they must frankly and fearlessly face. It is im- 
possible that those who have the popular ear should pro- 
claim widely and insistently that Christian belief is irrecon- 
cilable with modern knowledge, without an intellectual cli- 
mate being created in which it is hard for Christian faith 
to remain robust and vigorous. We can not have a world- 
conquering Christianity, so long as the Christian mind is 
divided against itself, and men try to keep their belief in 
God in a compartment of their mind, while with the rest 
of their nature they share in the activities of a society based 
on assumptions that leave no place for Him. If the Church 
is to fulfill its world mission, it is necessary to meet far 
more boldly than is now being done the challenge of secular 
civilization. 

The challenge is not at present being adequately met. The 
books that are needed to answer the questions in men’s 
minds are not being produced in sufficient numbers nor of 
sufficient quality. The general public of thoughtful readers 
will find far more books that deserve to be read written from 
the standpoint of scientific humanism than they will find 
expositions of the Christian view written out of the same 
intimate contact with the realities of the world today. There 
is a great task to be undertaken by Christian thinkers— 
not an isolated effort but as an integral part of a new adven- 
ture of life and of deepening of spiritual experience on the 
part of the whole Church,
